The House was chiefly occupled yesterday 
in the consideration of the estimates. Mr 
Rose moved the House in Committee of Sup- 
ply. The speech of the hon, gentleman oc-

Roaps anp Waxks need thorough work, 
Drainage is essential, and solidity should | 
be secured by making a good bed of stones | 
to receive the gravel. 

Lawns are mostly failures in this coup- 
try, for want of good work beneath the 
surface, The drainage being secured, the 
soil should be sufficiently fertile to sustain | 
4 verdure for yenrs, If one kind of seed 
only is sown, use June grass or red top.— 
Henderson recommends the tollo-ing mix- 
ture: 12 quarts Riiode Island Bent Grass, 
4 quartic Creeping Bent Grass, 10 quarts 
Red Top, 8 quarts sweet-scented Vernal 
Grass, 2 quarts Kentucky Blue (Juae) 
Grass, 1 quart White Clover—1 bushel ; 
and from 2to 5 bushels to the acre, ac- 
cording to the soil, using more for a poor 
than for a rich one.

It 
nobody at linnd wishesthe plants keep | 
them in aspare corner until some needy 
one comes along. 

ANNUALS may be sowo—the burdy ones 
—in the open ground, but the tender kiads | 
should be put in hot-beds, frames, or | 
boxes; as directed under kitchen garden. | 
Geedsmen's catalogues usuully designate 
the bardy and the tender varieties.

An iden seems to prevail among cultivators 
that the currant will thrive in aoy soil,in any | 
position, and with apy cultivation. Our ex- 
Perlence satisfies us well that the currant

The soll best adapted forthe successful 
cultivation of the currant must be deeop, rich 
and somewhat beavy, but always molst, We 
have'never yet succeyded in growing them 
succesfally on Nght loam or sandy soll ; they 
will not bear excessive heat, It is possible 
that in waim climates they may be grown 
for ® year or two by the ald of mulching or 
planting in a cool situation or on the shady 
side of the fencw, but we feel sure that after 
the third yearthe cultivator will find little | 
comfort or produce sufficient to warrant their 
occupolng necessary room 
where the currant succeeds to perfection in 
almost any spot where it may be placed, the 
ides of suil would seem somewhat trifling to 
discuss, but out of New England, both soil 
and climate must be consideres 
leas to attempt growing currants ona light 
soll with o climate where very Lot suns pre- 
vail.

He goes undera 
commission from the Vieroy of Egypt, who 
 forninhes men and material, and authority 
Without limit. Sir Samuel is created a 
_ Pacha, with absolute jurisdiction over the | 
_ slave trading regions. He is to bave 1,500 | 
troops uader his command, with steamers | 
snd other fit transportation, What he ex- 
pects to do may be judged from what he 
as himself written on the sabject in bis 
last bovk, the ‘The Nile Tributaries of | 
Abyssinis.’ He there delares in his forcible | 
Way bis conviction that the horrible tratfic 
might be completely destroyed. It may be 
wondered how Sir Samuel contrived to 
convert the Viceroy to his views, since it is 
by the connivance of the Viceroy thut the | 
trade bas hitherto been carried oo, Per- 
haps the answer is to be-fouud in some 
ulterior objects of the expedition. Its 
efforts will not be confined to «he territor- | 
jesof Egypt. The sources of the trade lie | 
beyond that on the White Nile and through- 
out Abyssinia. Those countries are two be | 
not only purified bnt occupied nod annex- 
ed to Egypt, which has Jongcoveted them, 
Nor bas the great explorer lost sight of bis 
former projects, Destroying the various 
depots of the slave dealer ay he advances, 
he will push steadily on cill be reaches the 
Albert Nyunza. He will launch a steam 
flotilia on that luke, und explore it to its 
Most distant shores. { don't kaow how 
much farther he may go, nor what limit 
there may be to the geoyraphical purpose 
of this darling scheme.

It provides that 
Mr, Allen sball furnish a fieet of powerful 
steamers, none of which areto be of less 
sizo or power than the Hibernian. He 1s 
bound to make weekly trips; thatis, twenty- 

x trips between Moutrea!, Quebee and 
Liverpool during the navigation of the St. 
Lawrence, aud twenty-six between Port- 
land ond Liverpool dunng the winter sea~- 
son—in all. fifty-two voyages, or one hun- 
dred and four trips, for which he is to re- 
celve in all £54,500, or about £500 per trip. 
Mr, Allan is also bound to carry, if required, 
two post office clerks,and feed them and 
furnish accommodation on board forassort- 
ing and distributing the postal matter. 
The vessels are to make the outward passage 
witbin fourteen days, and the bomeward 
within thirteen days, except during the-| 
maoths of December January and February, 
when the uverage time must not exceed 15 
days, The contract commenced on April 
lst, 1869, and will continue until the same 
day in 1872; but asit can only be termin- 
ated by twelve months’ notice, it is yirtual- 
ly in force until 1878.

The Kingston News says that bitter and 
repeated corapl aints are being made by our 
lake Sshermen of the depredations com- 
mitted upon their rights by American fst 
ermen in lake waters, These men’s atten- 
tion is principally directed to the capture 
of the salmon-trout and whitefish, which 
they secure with ao reckless disregard of 
those wholesome laws which bere been es- 
tablished and which are acknowledged by 
fishermen, for the pretervation of these 
valuable species, and with no regard what- 
ever to the fishery law. The salmon-trout 
are becoming perceptibly scarcer, and it is 
4n acknowledged fact, that with every pro- 
tection afforded it, the delicious whitefish 
fre annually lessoing in numbers, and il 
immediate steps are not tuken to stop the 
piracies upon our fisheries by these men, a 
very few years will place that species among 
those which once were, but no longer exist 
These fishermen inform us 
Bay Point to Nine-Mile 
bout eleven American sail- 
boats daily engayed fishing with nets in 
our waters tor whiteflsh acd salmon-trout. 
And further, that between the Lead of 
Amberst Island and Nine-Mile Point, over 
4,000 rods of netting are set by these men 
across the chanuel, completely stopping 
the progress of the whitewish and salmon- 
trout to their requiar habits, The atten- 
tlon of the superintendent has been called 
to the abuse. but as far asthe fishermen 
Gre aware without effect. Theso depreda- 
tions of the Americanos have rendered the 
before mentioned species of fish so scarce 
with our fishermen and difficult to procure 
&s to raise the price in our market one half 
—thus salmon-trout which is selling for 50 
cents per pair, were it not for this inter—

modes and *ystems for using up old or 
worthless seeds have long been practiced, 
and so carefally bave their modes given to 
old seeds the appearance of new crop, as 
often to mislead good judges, The work 
login of u quuotity of old seeds, whose 
vitality has long since departed, and by | 
oiling or some other process, giving it a | 
bright color,injares only so faras the buyer 
gets bute portion of that fur which he 
paid; for, as what does grow comes pure 
and truc, be may naturally conclude there 
Was something in the soil, the beat,or rains, 
@tc,, to prevent itall growing. In this case 
the loss isin the early purt of the season 
and can be remedied; but, when seed is all 
good so far asthe vegetating principle is 
concerned, but untrue in character, or 
mixed, the loss is often a heavy one to the 
grewer, andthe dealer is deserving of 
severe censure, | 


We this year examined au acre or more of | 
cabbage plants, the seed of which was all 
purchased at one time and in one paper for 
onekind ; but the hendsof cabbage whon 
grown gave almost overy known variety, and 
slarge number heretofore unknown. Our 
Sequaintanco with several large sced estab- 
Ushments, possessing proof rooms and houses 
Qs wellss grounds, for annual growing of a 
lstle of everything sold, would cause us to 
Suspect that poor or impure seed could be 
sold ; but when we see examples almiliar to 
the one named, we feel that we do not know 
all the sood dealers. It is difficult to know 
how any ono desirous of retaining good 
Bamecan possibly consent, knowingly, to 
send ont any bot trae and pure need, and yor 
it te yearly dope. To us it appoare a point of 

importance to honest dealers that the dishon. 
est be exposed, but as in this age almon any 
thing gives notorlety to n man incroases his 
busin it is perhaps wisdom on the part 
of correct dealing men steadily to pursue their 
honest trade, and trust to the gradually in 
creasing knowledge of the people and drop 
outthe charlatan.—Rural New

map perishing. The surviyor, however, 
only lived a fewhours. He was picked up 
by some Datch boatmen, who tound him 
floating on some spars,and after stating the 
facts of the dreadful wreck he died. Nearly 
200 perished in the ill.fated vessel. 

After much exertion, the sunken wreck 
Was discovered in nine fathoms water with- 
io three miles of the western portion of the 
island of Terschelling; but no attempt, | 
we believe was made to recover the sunken 
treasure for one or two. years, owing ina 
great measure to the shifting sandbavks | 
and the rapidity of the tides which swept | 
over the spot. The Dutch Government of- 
fered a reward of £8,000 for the Tecovery 
of the Crown “jewels, which, with other 
inducements beld out in England, led to a 
company being formed, which commenced | 
operations, and in a few years they re- 
covered about £160,000 of the specie, of 
which the Datch Government claimed 
£80,000 as@ royalty, In addition to the 
£160,000 recovered, another £60,000 was 
recovered by other companies. The last 
Tecovery took place a few years since, and 
about £20,000 wus paid as royalty to the | 
Government, who, up to thut time, bad | 
repudiated all claims on the wreck by the | 
English underwriters and marine iusurance 
companies who had taken lines of insur- 
ances on the specie, und bad paid the! 
£1,500,000 as a total loss. All the under- 
writers who were interested and paid the 
total loss have been dead some years, and 
it being impossible tor any claim to be set 
Up by spy surving relatives of the under- |
